the*Hzazue a General Meeting of the Miniſters of all the 
Princes and States concerned uwthis War againſt France, 
in order to Concert the Meaſures for the next Campagne ; 
and till I know your Intentions, I ſhall not only be un- 
certain My Self what Reſolutions to take, but Onr Allies 
will be under the ſame Doubts, unleſs they ſee Me Sup- 
ported by your Aſſiſtance : Beſides, if I know not in time 
what you will do, I cannot make ſuch Proviſions as will 
| be Requiſite, but ſhall be Expoſed to the ſame Inconve- 
. Niencies the next-Year; which .were-the-Cauſe-that rhe
